General Murray Taking Drastic Bfteps 
to Wine Out Lawlessness in Breathitt 



Some of the ideas ex- 
pressed are very amusing, while others 
are ridiculous. In a recent issue of 
London Truth a writer claims that it 
is America that is making history, 
and it is admitted that the “independ- 
enoe of the individual, the wealth of 
the country, the enterprise and energy 
of Americans and the fast -growing 
power of the United States are hating 
an enotmoos influence on the present 
situation. If the Americans arc like 
this, wby are we so nnlike them ? is 
the question whioh millions in the old 
world are asking. Ik is not the 
character or climate, but ]>olitical con- 
ditions whioh give them those advan- 
tages, they argue." 

These people seem to have realised 
the faots without being able to divine 
the causes 

In another Lon Jon paper a preacher, 
worked up over the Delaware lynch 
ing. takes a vary opposite view. In- 
stead of seeing history makers and ex- 
ponent* of progress in Amerioins, he 
finds that we are becoming Indians 
He declares there has been a change 
in onr character suggestive of strange 
developments in tho fpture, and con- 
tinues: 

"I have noticed that the young men 
of America are steadily approaching a 
type which, in its high cheekbones, 
piercing eyes, straight nose, hollow 
cheeks and long, active limbs, recalls 
the Indians of the past. These war- 
like savages were notorious for 
oruelty, and we cannot but accept the 
inference. Again, is not it possible 
that the climate of tne United Stares 
should ultimately cause a change in 
its inhabitants? If that country has 
once produced a race like the Indian, 
witn strongly marked characteristioa, 
it may be that in the ccorae of time 
its new inhabitants will be similarly 
affected.
